NOTES  FROM  THE  SELECTMEN 

2003  was  a  year  of  several  personnel  changes  for  Franconia. 

After  30  years  of  service,  David  Hunt  retired  as  road  agent  and  was  replaced  by  Scott 
Knowlton.  The  Selectmen  interviewed  5  candidates  during  August  and  September.  Scott, 
from  Derry,  NH,  started  on  October  V\  2003.  Welcome  Scott.  The  Board  wants  to  thank 
Ken  Ford  for  his  contribution  in  the  Road  Agent  interview  process. 

Ruth  Vail,  who  served  the  town  as  Administrative  Assistant  and  Selectmen  for  many 
years,  retired  from  public  service  during  2003.  Her  dedication,  wisdom,  and  common 
sense  are  highly  valued  and  will  be  missed.  We  welcome  Ron  Taksar  as  Ruth's  appointed 
replacement  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Town  hired  Heidi  Pedrick  as  the  new  Executive  Secretary  to  Sally  Small,  the 
Selectmen's  Administrative  Assistant,  replacing  Sybil  Carey.  Patty  Clark  was  appointed 
Town  Clerk,  replacing  Carol  Wills.  Welcome  Heidi  and  Patty  and  many  thanks  to  Sybil 
and  Carol. 

As  a  result  of  the  March  2003  town  meeting,  a  volunteer,  "Facilities  Committee"  was 
appointed  to  examine  Town  buildings  and  their  respected  functions.  The  committee, 
composed  of  Bill  Campbell,  Jim  Hamblin,  Thad  Presby,  and  Mary  Fowler,  was  given 
approximately  six  months  to  do  their  research  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Selectmen.  The  committee  spent  many  hours  doing  interviews  with  Town  employees  and 
researched  other  Town  facilities,  and  analyzed  needs  verses  wants,  and  made  several 
recommendations.  The  main  recommendation  confirmed  the  Board's  need  to  add  on  the 
Town's  Safety  Service  Building.  A  public  meeting  was  held  in  November  to  explain  their 
findings. 

A  "Principals  Committee"  composed  of  the  Fire  Department,  Roger  Odell  and  Stan 
Sherbum,  Life  Squad,  Dean  Wright,  Police  Department,  Mark  Montminy  and  Town 
Buildings,  Jeff  Phillips,  refined  the  plan.  Bill  Campbell,  Stan  Sherbum,  and  Roger  Odell 
guided  this  process.  The  recommendations  of  this  committee  are  presented  in  a  warrant 
article.  A  big  thanks  to  the  Facilities  Committee. 

Lib  Welch  and  the  Conservation  Commission,  volunteered  many  hours  with  plantings 
and  work  in  the  town.  The  Conservation  Commission  acquired  additional  land  last  year 
abutting  the  Gale  River,  extending  the  trail  behind  the  Fire  Station.  To  date  the  total 
number  of  acres  now  owned  by  the  Town  for  the  recreational  enjoyment  of  the  residents 
is  115.  Thank  you  Lib  for  all  the  time  and  effort  you  give  each  year  making  the  town  look 
beautiful. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Jeff  Phillips,  the  Grafton  County  Corrections  Department  sent 
several  trustees  to  the  Town  this  summer  to  work  on  special  projects  including  painting 
the  Town  Hall  entrance  and  repairing  and  painting  the  cemetery  iron  fence  entry. 

And  lastly  we  thank  our  Town  Employees  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication. 
They  are  our  most  important  assets.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred- 
fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  sixty-eight  dollars  ($214,668.00)  for  the  purpose  of  solid 
waste  disposal  and  to  raise  forty-five  thousand  thirty-five  dollars  ($49,114.00)  from 
taxation  and  to  expend  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00)  from  the  Transfer 
Station/Recycling  Center  Special  Revenue  Fund  surplus  for  this  purpose.    Additional 


funding  for  this  appropriation  will  come  from  the  Town  of  Sugar  Hill  ($29,654.00),  the 
Town  of  Easton  ($13,900.00),  PAYT  Fees  ($78,000.00),  Special  Handling  Fees 
($21,000.00),  Recycled  Material  ($14,000.00)  and  Waste  Oil  Grant  ($1,000.00).  The 
selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty-nine 
thousand  six  hundred  seventeen  dollars  ($59,617.00)  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the 
Abbie  Greenleaf  Library  and  to  transfer  this  amount  to  the  Library  Trustees  for  their  use 
as  they  see  fit.  The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  for  the  North  Country  YMCA  to  support  services  that 
reach  more  than  1800  families  and  individuals  throughout  the  north  country  by  this 
chartered  non  profit  association.  The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  forty-six  dollars  ($346.00)  for  the  American  Red  Cross  to  support  services 
provided  by  their  chapter  to  the  residents  of  Franconia.  The  selectmen  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  the  Franconia  Children's  Center  to  be  used 
for  general  operating  expenses.  The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  town  shall  adopt  an  Exemption  for  the  Disabled  under  the 
provisions  of  RSA  72:37-b  as  follows:  the  exemption  from  assessed  value  for  qualified 
taxpayers  shall  be  $15,000.00.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  be  ehgible  under  Title  II  or 
Title  XVI  of  the  federal  Social  Security  Act,  must  occupy  the  property  as  his  principle 
place  of  abode,  must  own  the  property  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  owned  by  a  spouse, 
they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years,  had  in  the  calendar  year  preceding  April 
1  a  net  income  from  all  sources,  of  not  more  than  $13,400  if  single  and  $20,400  if 
married,  own  net  assets  not  in  excess  of  $35,000.00  excluding  the  value  of  the  persons 
actual  residence  and  land  up  to  2  acres  or  the  minimum  single  family  residential  lot 
specified  in  the  zoning  ordinance.  The  selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  modify  the  veteran's  credit  from  $700  to 
$1,400.00  for  service  connected  total  and  permanent  disability  as  provided  in  RSA  72:35- 
IVa.  The  selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  over  the  yearly  maintenance  of 
Powder  Hill  Road  and  Point  of  View  Road.  (By  petition.) 

ARTICLE  27.  WHEREAS  the  Bill  of  Rights  of  the  United  States  Constitution  and 
the  Constitution  of  New  Hampshire  guarantee  freedom  of  speech,  assembly,  and  privacy; 
the  rights  to  counsel  and  due  process  in  judicial  proceedings;  and  protection  from 
unreasonable  searches  and  seizures; 


WHEREAS  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Franconia  support  all  lawful  and 
Constitutional  efforts  to  prevent  and  investigate  terrorist  or  other  criminal  acts  and 
prosecute  their  perpetrators; 

WHEREAS  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Franconia  believe  that  sufficient 
Constitutionally  acceptable  tools  existed  for  Law  Enforcement  to  combat  terrorism  prior 
to  the  passage  of  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act  and  the  Intelligence  Authorization  Act  for 
Fiscal  Year  2004  (lAA); 

WHEREAS  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Franconia  join  communities  across  the  nation 
in  their  concern  that  the  PATRIOT  Act  and  the  lAA  threaten  our  civil  rights  and  liberties 
by: 

•  greatly  expanding  the  government's  ability  to  conduct  secret  searches; 

•  all  but  eliminating  judicial  oversight  when  conducting  telephone  and  Internet 
surveillance  or  acquiring  financial  records; 

•  eliminating  Congressional  oversight  of  the  FBI's  use  of  "National  Security  Letters"; 

•  allowing  indefinite  detention  of  individuals  without  charges  or  representation; 

f  giving  law  enforcement  officials  broad  access  to  sensitive  medical,  mental  health, 
library,  business,  financial,  educational,  and  other  records  about  individuals  without 
first  showing  evidence  of  a  crime  and  without  a  court  order; 

THEREFORE,  we  the  citizens  of  Franconia,  New  Hampshire,  acting  in  the  spirit 
and  history  of  our  State  and  our  community,  do  hereby  request  that: 
f      Local,  state  and  federal  law  enforcement  acting  within  the  Town  of  Franconia 

continue  to  preserve  our  Constitutionally  guaranteed  freedoms  when  acting  under  the 

powers  of  the  PATRIOT  Act  or  lAA; 

•  New  Hampshire's  Congressional  delegation  actively  work  for  the  repeal  of  those 
portions  of  the  PATRIOT  Act  and  the  lAA  that  violate  the  rights  and  liberties 
guaranteed  by  the  United  States  and  New  Hampshire  Constitutions.  (By  petition). 

ARTICLE  28.    To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  committees,  or  other  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  29.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting.

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FRANCONIA  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Franconia  Police  Department  had  an  increase  in  total  calls  for  service  for  2003.  We 
responded  to  709  calls  in  2002  and  741  calls  in  2003.  We  saw  increases  in  Criminal 
Investigations  and  Felony  Cases.  This  increases  the  man-hours  needed  to  investigate 
these  calls.  We  also  saw  an  increase  in  Burglaries  and  traffic  accidents. 

The  department  applied  for,  and  received  a  grant  from  Homeland  Security  for  the 
purchase  of  Biological  Hazard  suits  and  breathing  masks  for  all  officers.  These  will 
protect  the  officers  in  the  event  of  a  biological  emergency.  We  will  investigate  additional 
grants,  as  they  become  available. 

Officer  Ray  Morris  retired  from  the  department  in  2003  after  9  years  of  service  as  a  part- 
time  officer.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  officers  but  will  remain  a  good  friend.  The 
members  of  the  department  have  stayed  consistent  for  many  years.  There  has  been  no 
change  for  over  10  years.  We  are  committed  to  serving  the  town  and  the  residents. 

Below  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  total  activity  for  2003,  which  consists  of  only  part  of  the 
741  calls  for  service.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT

Hunt,  and  thank  him  for  his  30  plus  years  of  service  to  the  community. 

We  are  planning  several  projects  for  this  upcoming  year,  some  will  be  highly  visible 
(paving),  and  others  not  so  visible. 

At  this  time  next  year,   2004,  I  hope  to  be  writing  to  you  about  what  we  have 
accomplished  and  what  the  future  plans  are  for  your  roads.

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FRANCONIA  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Your  fire  department  logged  105  calls  for  the  year  2003,  which  compares  to  118  calls  for 
2002  and  106  calls  for  2001.  Emergency  response  consumed  more  than  1,200  man-hours 
in  2003,  an  increase  of  100  hours  from  2002.  The  department  roster  averaged  20 
members  in  2003. 

Franconia  had  one  structure  fire  in  2003  On  October  24,  2003,  a  fire  was  disco9vered  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  Horse  and  Hound  Inn.  A  team  from  our  department  made  the 
initial  attack,  which  saved  the  structure.  We  had  good  cooperation  from  the  Police 
Department  and  Life  Squad.  We  also  had  excellent  support  from  neighboring 
departments  through  the  Twin  State  Mutual  Aid  System 

Our  2003  calls  can  be  listed  in  these  categories: 

Motor  Vehicle  Calls  47 

Alarm  Activation  22 

Mutual  Aid  Calls  28 

Miscellaneous  calls  involved  trees  on  wires,  smoke  investigations,  brush  fires,  etc.  Six  of 
the  motor  vehicle  calls  involved  moose  collisions.  Seven  of  the  mutual  aid  calls  involved 
structure  fires.  The  proportions  of  calls  were  comparable  to  recent  years,  with  auto 
mishaps  leading  the  list. 

This  past  year  saw  more  demand  on  the  time  of  department  members  as  we  increased  our 
inspection  program  to  help  property  owners  understand  fire  codes  and  bring  their 
properties  up  to  code.  Members  also  spent  hours  on  the  Truck  Committee,  assuring  the 
Town  got  the  best  value  in  new  fire  apparatus. 

We  took  delivery  of  a  new  truck  in  December.  It  cost  $215,000,  of  which  town  taxpayers 
paid  $200,000.  The  balance  was  raised  by  private  donations  and  fundraising  events  by 
department  members.  The  new  Engine  One  replaces  a  1979  Ford,  which  will  remain  in 
service  as  a  town-owned  utility  and  forestry  vehicle.  The  new  truck,  which  features  a 
Kenworth  chassis  and  a  430-hp  Caterpillar  C-12  Engine,  has  a  2500-gallon  poly  tank  and 
a  1,000  gpm  pump.  It  is  a  10- wheeler,  fabricated  by  Valley  Fire  Equipment  of  Bradford, 
NH.  The  truck  is  designed  to  support  Engine  Two,  our  attack  apparatus,  with  immediate 
water  supply  and  ample  drafting  capacity. 

In  making  this  investment,  the  Town  has  shown  foresight  and  forbearance.  We  hope  this 
positive  and  prudent  initiative  can  be  sustained  as  the  Town  considers  a  renovated 
Emergency  Services  building  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  future. 

We  thank  Franconia  citizens  for  checking  their  smoke  alarms,  cleaning  their  chimneys 
and  keeping  their  property  up  to  code. 

We  welcome  new  members.  Please  consider  getting  involved  in  the  department.

Division  of  Forests  and  lands  cooperate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New 
Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire 
Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Fire 
permits  are  mandatory  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to 
be  done  (and  surrounding  area)  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of 
suppressing  the  fire. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1 ,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning.  Contact  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  at  (800)  498-6868  or 
www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information. 

Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest  resources.  Most  New  Hampshire  wildfires  are 
human  caused.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green 
space  around  the  house  and  make  sure  that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.

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TRI-TOWN  TRANSFER  STATION 

During  the  2003  activity  at  the  Tri-Town  Transfer  Station,  we  mirrored  the  growth  of  the 
Tri-Town  area.  Trash  tonnage  again  rose  nearly  5%,  bringing  our  total  tonnage  to  545 
tons.  Construction  and  demolition  debris  rose  over  18%,  to  a  total  of  204  tons.  Although 
down  somewhat  from  the  peak  prices  of  2002,  the  recycling  prices  were  stable  throughout 
2003  and  brought  in  over  $15,000  in  revenue.  Recycling  tonnage,  however,  was  down  and 
our  recycling  rate  dropped  to  38%. 

We  recycled: 

■  162  Tons  of  paper  products 

■  18  Tons  of  plastic 

■  3  Tons  of  aluminum  cans 

■  13  Tons  of  steel  cans 

■  44  Tons  of  scrap  metal 

■  93  Tons  of  glass 

We  sent  545  tons  of  green  bag  material  (trash  to  be  landfilled)  to  the  Bethlehem  landfill 
at  a  cost  of  $41,867. 

Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  will  be  sponsoring  another  electronics  recycling  day  in 
the  spring  of  2004.  The  household  hazardous  waste  collection  will  be  held  on  Saturday 
June  19,  2004.  Both  events  will  be  held  at  the  Littleton  Fire  Station.  Please  contact  us  at 
the  transfer  station  for  more  information.

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FRANCONIA  &  MITTERSILL  WATER  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Franconia  and  the  Mittersill  Water  Departments  were  merged  by  a  vote  at  the  Town 
Meeting  in  March  of  2003. 

We  now  have  a  budget,  which  is  funded  by  water  rates  and  fees.  The  severe  cold  of  last 
winter  put  a  strain  on  our  budget  because  of  continuing  leaks  both  in  Town  and  Mittersill 
and  for  repairs  on  our  equipment.  We  also  spent  money  in  our  continuing  search  for  a 
new  water  source  and  continue  to  try  to  rebuild  our  seriously  depleted  cash  reserve  fund. 

We  reduced  our  residential  water  rates  from  33  to  5,  making  them  all  more  equitable.  We 
also  set  a  new  business  rate. 

The  new  software  program  brings  us  in  line  with  the  other  town  departments  and  helps  us 
with  our  billing  and  collecting  of  unpaid  bills  by  connecting  with  the  Tax  Office.  With 
this  new  system,  unpaid  bills  will  accrue  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  unpaid  taxes. 

A  lot  has  been  done  this  year  and  there  is  a  lot  more  to  do.  One  big  item  is  to  begin  to 
install  meters  in  the  businesses.  All  this  costs  money  and  therefore,  there  will  be  a  small 
increase  in  the  2004  water  rates.

This  gift  allowed  the  Museum,  for  the  first  time,  to  hire  a  high  school  assistant  to  the

The  observance  of  spring  and  fall  "Work  Days"  by  the  Directors  and  friends 
accomplishes  many  chores  around  the  building  and  grounds.  On  our  Spring  Work  Day,, 
May  3'^'^,  we  were  all  shocked  and  incredulous  to  learn  of  the  demise  of  the  Old  Man  of 
the  Mountain.  Quick  action  by  several  Board  members  and  the  Selectmen's  Office  helped 
place  the  President  of  the  Franconia  Area  Heritage  Council  on  the  Governor's  Old  Man 
of  the  Mountain  Revitalization  Task  Force  to  represent  the  views  of  members  of  the 
Town  of  Franconia  and  the  North  Country.  At  the  Museum,  Phil  Krill  put  together  a 
comprehensive  exhibit  consisting  of  the  Museum's  Old  Man  information  and 
memorabilia.
